Ward, born perhaps about 1639, is of unknown parentage. He studied at Oxford where on 11 Apr 
1660 he matriculated a commoner from Magdalen Hall but is not known to have graduated. He was 
probably ordained deacon by Lichfield at London St Andrew Holborn on 24 May 1662 and 
presumably later ordained priest. He subscribed to the Act of uniformity at Repton, Derbys on 30 
Jul 1662. Likely later in 1662, after probable presentation by the rector of Tatenhill, he was 
licensed parochial curate of Barton-under-Needwood. In 1665 he certified the hearth tax for Barton- 
under-Needwood constablewick but was not assessed there. He resigned Barton-under-Needwood 
before 6 Oct 1671 when after probable presentation by the dean & chapter of Lichfield he was 
appointed vicar of Harborne and paid first fruits. In office at Harborne he died, aged about 59, 
around Sep 1696. His administration was granted under Lichfield on 22 Sep 1696. Ward married 
first about 1662 to Jane by whom he had 4 sons and 2 daughters. He married second perhaps about 
1676 to Mary who survived him. Ward appears to have had an interest in land at Rock, Worcs. 


Barton-under-Needwood [Offlow] (St James) was a dependent parochial chapelry in the 
patronage of the rector of Tatenhill then Thomas Masters c1625-1696. His predecessor Aylmer 
Lynch c1600-1692 had probably presented Godfrey Ward e 1639-1696 who was licensed 
parochial curate about 1662. The parish of one township was a simple parochial constablewick. 


Barton-under-Needwood (St James) was a dependent parochial curacy in the patronage of the 
rector of Tatenhill then Thomas Masters c1625-1696. His predecessor Aylmer Lynch c1600-1692 
had probably presented Godfrey Ward c1637-1696 who was appointed parochial curate about 
1662. The parish contained one township and was a parochial constablewick. . 


Parish History 


The chapelry (or dependent parish) of BARTON-UNDER-NEEDWOOD was formed by DATE as a 
dependency of TATENHILL. In ?1881 it became an independent parish.

Thomas Sedgwick (parochial curate of Barton-under-Needwood) ?1585-1645 

Sedgwick, (? christened on 2 Feb 1584.5 at Mancetter), was probably a son of Richard Sedgwick of 
Mancetter, Warwicks c1550-.... He was probably only educated to literate grade. On 18 Feb 1609 
he was living at Sutton Coldfield, Warwicks when, having obtained letters dismissory, he was 


probably ordained deacon by Worcester. On 8 Mar 1612 he was living at Castle Bromwich, 
Warwicks when he was ordained priest by Oxford pro Lichfield at Nuneham Courtenay, Oxon. By 10 
Dec 1613 after probable presentation by the rector of Tatenhill then Robert Blower 1611-1618 he 
had been licenced as parochial curate of Barton-under-Needwood. By 1 Oct 1615 he had been 
replaced in office by Thomas Naylor c1591-.... who was still there on 2 Feb 1617.8. During this 
period Sedgwick is said (on 26 Aug 1616) to have been curate of Rushton (perhaps intending 
Rolleston - close to Barton - where he would have been a stipendiary curate). On 11 Mar 1617.8 
John Balcanquall c1587-1647 was appointed rector of Tatenhill. By 1 Nov 1618, after probable 
presentation by Balcanquall, Sedgwick had been re-licenced as parochial curate of Barton-under- 
Needwood. From 5 Feb 1643.4 he continued here as compliant minister. Still in office he died, aged 
about 60, and was buried here on 6 Jun 1645. Sedgwick probably married on 26 Sep 1611 at 
Sheldon, Warwicks to Ann Denton (d 1652) (no known children). Sedgwick witnessed as "Thomas 
Sedgewicke minister" the will of Thomas Orgell of Barton-under-Needwood c1558-1615 who was 
buried there on 7 May 1615. Orgell had been parish clerk. The entry in the parish register styles 
him "Thomasius Orgell et clericus erat hujus capellae".

Francis Birch M.A. (parochial curate of Harlaston) 1605-1670 D14 
Birch, christened on 28 Apr 1605 at Shenstone, was 2nd son of John Birch of Little Aston in 
Shenstone yeoman c1568-?1641. He studied at Oxford where on 8 Jul 1625 he was a student at 
Oriel College and matriculated. At Oxford he graduated B.A. on 30 Oct 1628 (M.A., 3 Jul 1632).On 
30 May 1629 he was ordained deacon by Oxford and in Mar 1631 ordained priest by Lichfield. On 
25 May 1635 he was licensed as a preacher by Sir Nathaniel Brent knight D.C.L. c1574-1652 
(probably pro Oxford university). On 27 Jan 1636.7 he was appointed as parochial curate of West 
Bromwich but was in office only a few weeks before being replaced on 9 Mar. On 5 Feb 1643.4 he 
may not have been in an office. On 1 Jan 1646.7 he was appointed compliant minister of Edingale 
but it is undiscovered how long he served. (He was succeded in office by 19 Aug 1662). By 1651/2 
he was probably in office as compliant minister of Barton-under-Needwood probably after 
appointment by the patron, the minister of Tatenhill rectory, then Henry Burford compliant 
minister c1590-.... In early Jun 1660 he may not have been in an office. By 1661 after probable 
presentation by the rector of Clifton Campville then Henry Gilbert c1608-1664 he was in office as 
parochial curate of Harlaston and subscribed to the Act of uniformity on 28 Jul 1662. Probably in 
1661 he was also appointed head schoolmaster of Barton-under-Needwood Grammar School. In 
1665 he certified the hearth tax for Harlaston constablewick but was not assessed there. He was 
probably resident at his school which was assessed on 6 hearths. Still probably in both offices he 
died, aged 65, and was buried on 9 Sep 1670 at Barton-under-Needwood. His will made on 14 Jun 
1670 was proved under Lichfield on 5 Oct 1670. Birch may not have married. [NB: After graduation 
Birch's main occupation may have been that of schoolmaster (of which no record has been 
discovered before 1661), if so, his clerical career may have been subsidiary. ]

Thomas Bladon (presbyterian minister of Alrewas) c1631-1703 B6 
Bladon, born about 1631, was a son of Thomas Bladon of Newton (?Solney), Derbys. He was 
educated at Repton, Derbys. He studied at Cambridge where on 7 Feb 1654.5 he was admitted as a 
sizar at Magdalene College and matriculated the same year but did not graduate. He was 
presumably qualified to be a presbyterian clergyman by 2 Mar 1655.6 when, probably after 
appointment by the patron, the minister of Tatenhill rectory, then Henry Burford compliant 
minister c1590-.... QV he took office as presbyterian minister of Barton-under-Needwood parochial 
chapelry and recorded the event in the parish register "Thomas Bladen auspicatur apud Barton sub 
need=wood Martij 2do Anno Dom. 1655". On 20 May 1658 after nomination by the Trustees for 
maintenance he was approved by the Commission for approbation of public preachers as 
presbyterian minister of Alrewas vicarage. He received an augmentation (previously paid to his 
predecessor) of £24 to his annual salary. In Jun 1660 he continued in office as de facto vicar. In 
1661 he paid a clerical subsidy of 10/0. On 24 Aug 1662 he did not subscribe to The act of 
uniformity and was thus to be deprived. In 1669 he was a teacher of conventicle held at Walsall and 
in Dec 1672 was licensed as a presbyterian teacher at Birmingham, Warwicks. He is probably the 
man of this name who was appointed as a schoolmaster at Whittington on 16 Oct 1683 where he 
was living when he made his will on 18 Jan 1693.4. The Common Fund survey of dissenting 
ministers taken about 1690 has under Staffordshire the entry "Ministers that have a Competent 
Supply - Mr Tho: Bladen - [ejected Minister] Of Alrewas - able to goe abroad every Lords day 4. 5. 


or 6 miles for 9/0 or 7/0 pr day and horse hire paid out of it". Later he moved to Tamworth where 
he officiated at a baptism at Tamworth Presbyterian meeting on 14 Nov 1702. Here he died, aged 
about 72, and was buried on 13 Jan 1702.3. His will made on 18 Jan 1693.4 was proved under 
Lichfield on 15 Jan 1702.3 and 6 Dec 1704. In his will Bladon appointed as executors his "couzens" 
[? his nephew and niece] Thomas Rotheram and Hannah Rotheram (later wife of John Kenrick) who 
in 1704 were respectively defendant and plaintiff in a court case regarding his will. Bladon may not 
have married. In his will he mentions other "couzens" [?nieces] Catherine, Ursula and Dionisia 
Harvey daughters and coheirs of Nicholas Harvey of Whittington gentleman c1618-1698. Ursula 
Harvey had married on 18 Sep 1673 at Whittington to Thomas Pretty (rector of Winchfield, Hants) 
c1650-1726. Calamy records in 1727 "He was a very valuable Man for his Piety and practical 
Preaching. He had a great Aversion to Disputations; but when he was necessitated to any Thing of 
that Kind, was quick and sharp and full. He liv'd many Years at Birmingham, and preached at many 
Places thereabouts. I am inform'd he died at Tamworth." Bladon is said to have been the author of 
two sermons (nos XIII and XIV) published in England's remembrancer: Being a collection of 
farewel-sermons preached by divers non-conformists in the country (1663). A later writer (1802) 
says "Tho' long, they are not tedious; but are judicious, practical, and very appropriate". Both 
sermons were based on Acts xx 32 - "And now, brethren, I commend you to God, and to the word of 
his grace, which is able to build you up, and to give you an inheritance among all them which are 
sanctified."

hath joined together, and this strengthened with the strongest cement of love and affection; shall sooner or later, either by 
satan's rage, the malice of wicked men, or the stroke of death, be parted asunder. God's people are called strangers and 
pilgrims; they have no continued abiding till they come to heaven, that place of durable uninterrupted rest. And God's 
ministers have no assurance of their unchangeable residence among their beloved people. Of Paul's many journeys from one 
nation and church to another we have abundant mention in this history of the Acts; and in this chapter, of four. The last was 
to Miletus, from whence he sends to Ephesus, and calls together the elders of the church there, and takes his farewell of 
them." 

Having descanted on the several parts of it, he says, 

"The words of the text are a part of Paul's farewell to the beloved Ephesians, and must now be the subject of my valediction 
to you. Paul spake them as a departing man, but a living minister and apostle. I speak them as a living man, but a dying 
minister." 

Having discussed the several points proposed, he closes with some excellent directions to his people respecting their 
conduct in his absence from them. The following is selected as an answer to those who perpetually stigmatize the 
Nonconformists of that day, as enemies to government. 

"Live in subjection to the supreme power and authority of the nation. We are branded for rebels, fomenters of divisions, 
labouring to fire the nation with civil discord, and engage it in another war; but our practice and our doctrine shall witness 
the contrary to the world. And therefore I charge you, before God's holy angels, and God himself, the great judge of the 
world, that ye be subject to the higher powers. Be actively obedient, so far as you may keep peace and a good conscience 
within; and when you cannot obey actively, obey passively. Fear not Joseph's prison, nor Jeremiah's dungeon, nor Daniel's 
Lion's-den, for a good conscience: praying for all in authority, that under them we may lead a quiet and peaceable Life, in all 
godliness and honesty. Labour, I beseech you, by your quiet and peaceable lives, to vindicate the innocency of your mi- 
nisters, and their doctrine, from those black-mouthed blasphemies and reproaches which envy and malice and ignorance 
hath cast upon them. And doubtless God, in his due time, will revenge this dishonour done to his servants, whilst they have 
studied nothing else, and nothing more than the gaining of souls, in a faithful discharge of their ministry."

Henry Byard M.A. (presbyterian minister of Barton-under-Needwood) c1616-1677 B12 
Byard, born about 1616, was a younger son of Henry Byard of Bretby, Derbys husbandman c1582- 
1657. He studied at Oxford where on 27 Oct 1637 he was a commoner at Magdalen College and 
matriculated. At Oxford he graduated B.A. on 3 Dec 1638 (M.A., 8 Jul 1641). He was presumably 
qualified to be a presbyterian clergyman by Apr 1645 when he was in office as presbyterian 
minister of Wheldrake, Yorks East Riding. On 15 Jan 1646.7 the Committee for plundered ministers 
ordered him to be sequestered for non-payment of fifths but he pleaded a fault in the order and may 
still have been in office here on 14 Jan 1657.8 when he was an Assistant Commissioner for the 
ejection of scandalous ministers in Yorkshire East Riding. By 23 Aug 1658 probably after 
appointment by the patron, the minister of Tatenhill rectory, then Henry Burford compliant minister 
c1590-.... QV he was in office as presbyterian minister of Barton-under-Needwood dependent 
parochial chapelry where his annual salary of £50 was paid for by Burford. In Jun 1660 he likely 
continued in office as de facto parochial curate. He was apparently ordained deacon and priest by 
Ardfert pro York on 14 Aug 1660 but does not appear to have subscribed to The act of uniformity 
and was thus probably to be deprived on 24 Aug 1662. On 24 Sep 1662 his office was vacant. His 
successor at Barton, Godfrey Ward e1639-1696, was in office by 8 Mar 1662.3. However he was 
probably still living here on 9 Apr 1663 when one of his daughters was baptised here. He is said to 
have subscribed to The act of uniformity on 5 Feb 1662.3[?] when he was appointed vicar of 
Wistow, Yorks West Riding. By 1667 he was living there and still in office, died there, aged about 
61, on 25 Aug 1677. He was apparently buried at Wistow where an inscribed monument was 
erected. His will made on 21 Aug 1677 was proved under York on 9 Oct 1677. Byard married first 
about 1658 to Elizabeth (?Quincia) (d 1675) by whom he had 4 sons and 4 daughters. He married 
second on 27 Jul 1676 at Fishlake, Yorks West Riding to Hannah Garth (no known children). Two of 
Byard's children were christened with unusual biblical names. The boy's name Onesiphorus (1671) 
is mentioned in 2 Timothy ii 16 and iv 19 whilst the girl's name Zerbiah (or Zerviah) (1673) is 
probably Zibiah mentioned in 2 Kings (xii 1) and 2 Chronicles (xxiv 1). [NB: Henry Byard of London

In August 1645, the Committee for Plundered Ministers, who were frequently invoked as a court of appeal, ordered that 
“whosoever shall neglect to pay the fifth part of the profits of such living as he enjoyeth by sequestration, contrary to any 
order in that behalfe, and shall not upon summons show good cause for his nonpayment thereof shall be sequestered 1 ," 
and there are several instances, recorded in their minutes, in which they insisted upon payment being made 2 . In the case 
of the living of Weldrake in Yorkshire, for example, acting in the spirit of the foregoing decree they threatened to eject the " 
intruding " minister, one Henry Bayard, unless he paid the "fifth" to his predecessor's wife within a fortnight 3 . The same 
policy prevailed even after the Committee for Plundered Ministers had been dissolved, for in the instructions issued to the 
Major-Generals in 1656, it was laid down "that where a fifth has been allowed to wives and children of sequestered 
ministers, and is detained, they shall cause it to be paid, unless they find just cause to the contrary 4 .[G.B. Tatham The

(Kidderminster) During the strike a Staffordshire parson came to the fore on the weavers’ side. The 
Rev Humphrey Price, who was born in Kidderminster in 1775, bitterly attacked the intransigence of 
the employers. For his pains he was tried for sedition at Hereford Assizes. A body of weavers 
marched 45 miles to support him, but to no avail. He was sentenced to a year in Stafford jail. 


The propaganda became more embittered when the Rev. Humphrey Price got involved on behalf of 
the weavers. Born in Kidderminster, he was parson at Christchurch, Barton-under-Needwood, near 
Lichfield. Although undoubtedly well intentioned, his verses only exacerbated the situation and 
served to prolong the dispute. He was to pay a heavy price for his involvement, eventually serving 
one year in gaol, and his mental state was later called into question. The second of his numerous 
verses was penned in the guise of a carpet weaver’s wife. 


Hush thee, my babe! thou wilt not see 
Thy mother sink in misery; 

Thy father too - all gone his bloom, 
And his heart’s blood upon the loom 


His third poem, A Kidderminster Weaver’s Wife’s Dream, resulted in a charge of libel against Price 
by John Broom, descendant of the owner of the first carpet factory, was widely thought to be the 
owner of the house mentioned in the following verse. 


Because he said - now I will build 
Myself a spacious house, and gild 
It for my daughter, wife or son, 
And paint it with vermilion?
